Representatives  from  four  of  the  stale  colleges  met  on  the 
NWMSC  campus  Apr.  20  to  dicuss  and  excange  ideas  about 
student  government  at  the  annual  Missouri  State  College  Stu¬ 
dent  Government  Association  Conference. 


President  J.  W.  Jones  wel¬ 
comed  the  delegates  from  the 
Missouri  School  of  Mines  and 
Metalurgy  at  Rolla,  Southeast 
Missouri  State  at  Cape  Girar¬ 
deau,  Central  Missouri  State 
at  Warrensburg,  and  the  host 
Senators  from  NWMSC,  to  be¬ 
gin  the  day  of  business  meet¬ 
ings  and  discussion  groups. 
Northeast  Missouri  State  at 
Kirksville  and  Southwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State  at  Springfield  were 
unable  to  attend  the  conven¬ 
tion. 

Topics  for  the  afternoon  dis¬ 
cussion  were:  “To  what  ex¬ 
tent  is  the  student  government 
responsible  in  raising  enthusi¬ 
asm  and  pride  in  our  col¬ 
leges?”  led  by  Senator  Judy 
Hullman,  “Is  it  necessary  to 
have  student  governments?” 
led  by  Senator  Dale  Sporleder, 
and  “What  is  the  role  of  your 
student  government?”  led  by 
Bob  Cotter. 

Two  proposals  were  made  at 
the  business  meeting  following 
the  afternoon  discussion 
groups:  (1.)  To  allow  activity 
cards  from  any  MIAA  school 
to  be  good  at  any  MIAA  con¬ 
ference  activity  and  (2.)
